SUBJECT: NEPAL IN THE NON-ALIGNED 

1. DURING MY CALL ON POREIGN MINISTER KARKI, FEBRUARY 12, HE 
RAISED WITH ME ON A "PHILOSOPHICAL" BASIS PROBLEMS WHICH NEPAL 
IS ENCOUNTERING IN MAINTAINING ITS BALANCED POSTURE ON MIDDLE 
EAST PROBLEMS. KARKI SAID THAT DURING RECENT STATE VISIT OP 
YUGOSLAV PRESIDENT TITO, GON HAD BEEN UNDER GREAT PRESSURE TO 
TAKE POSITION PAVORABLE TO ARABS, AND IT WAS ONLY WITH GREAT 
DIPFICULTY THAT IT HAD BEEN ABLE TO PURSUADE YUGOSLAVS TO 
ACCEPT BALANCE STATEMENT IN COMMUNIQUE CALLING POR IMPLEMENTATION 
OP RESOLUTIONS 242, 338 AND 339. KARKI ADDED THAT DURING KING'S 
EARLIER VISIT TO PEKING, HE HAD HAD TWO-HOUR CONVERSATION WITH 
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WHICH CHINESE HAD PRESSED NEPALESE ON QUESTION THEIR RELATIONS 
WITH ISRAEL. 

2. KARKI ALSO SAID HE HAD HAD RECENT DISCUSSION WITH ISRAELI 
AMBASSADOR CASPI AND HAD TOLD HIM OF PRESSURES UNDER WHICH NEPAL 
LABORING. HE URGED CASPI TO COME UP WITH SUBSTANTIAL 

AID PACKAGE GOING BEYOND ONE OR TWO TECHNICAL ASSISTANTS WHICH 
ISRAELIS SEEMED PREPARED TO OFFER IN AREA OE CITRUS PRODUCTION 
AND EXTRACTION. 

3. KARKI NOTED THAT HE WOULD BE ATTENDING MARCH 18 MEETING OF 
NON-ALIGNED COORDINATING BUREAU, AND HE ANTICIPATED NEPAL WOULD 
COME UNDER FURTHER PRESSURE AT THAT TIME. HE SAID ISSUE WAS ONE 
WHICH WAS BEING REVIEWED AT HIGHEST LEVELS IN GON. 

4. 1 TOOK OCCASION OF FOREIGN MINISTER'S REMARKS TO STRESS 
TO HIM IMPORTANCE WE ATTACHED TO A BALANCED VIEW OF MIDDLE EAST 
PROBLEM. SETTLEMENT COULD NOT COME IF ALL COUNTRIES 
UNCRITICALLY BACKED ARAB POSITION. A PROCESS OE NEGOTIATION WAS 
ESSENTIAL BASED ON RECOGNITION THAT BOTH HAD DEGREE OF RIGHT 
ON THEIR SIDE. NEPAL HAD SKILLFULLY MAINTAINED BALANCED POSTURE 
WHICH WE RELIEVE WAS BOTH WISE AND REALISTIC. I URGED FOREIGN 
MINISTER TO MAKE CLEAR TO HIS COLLEAGUES IN GOVERNMENT THAT THIS 
WAS HARDLY THE MOMENT, WHEN ARABS WERE PENALIZING THIRD WORLD 
BY HIGHER PETROLEUM PRICES, TO MOVE CLOSER TO THEIR POLITICAL VIEWS ON 

MIDDLE EAST. KARKI SAID HE WOULD USE THESE ARGUMENTS, BUT 
REITERATED HIS CONCERN ABOUT PROBLEM AND NEED WHICH HE FELT TO 
TAKE ON EARLY DECISION. 

5. COMMENT: IT WOULD APPEAR EROM THIS DISCUSSION THAT GON IS 
REVIEWING STATUS OE ITS RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL. IT IS UNDER 
PRESSURE FROM BOTH ITS NEIGHBORS AND FROM LEADERS OF NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT TO MOVE CLOSER TO ARABS. FOR FIRST TIME NEPAL IS PACED 
WITH POSSIBLE NEED TO IMPORT PETROLEUM FROM ARAB COUNTRIES, 

SINCE INDIA HAS DECIDED TO LIMIT EXPORTS TO '72/73 LEVELS. 

GON WOULD PROBABLY BE RELUCTANT TO BREAK RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL, 

BUT IT IS NOT INCONCEIVABLE THAT NON-ALIGNED PRESSURE AND NEED 
FOR OIL WILL LEAD TO THIS CONCLUSION. 
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NOTE BY OC/T: NOT PASSED USINT CAIRO.
